TREATY vs. SCRIP. 

As long as the demand for half-breed scrip 
by treaty Indians was confined to those who 
although taking treaty money had supported 
themselves without government assistance 
no reasonable objection could be made ; but 
when whole bands who have been receiving 
more or less government assistance for the 
past six or eight years on the plea that they 
have been unable to support themselves de- 
mand recognition as half-breeds,thereby free- 
ing the Indian department from any further 
responsibility regarding them, a very import- 
ant question of policy is raised. The objec- 
tion to the wholesale discharge of such bands 
from the treaty is that they will after having 
spent the money realized on their scrip, be 

thrown upon their own resources which are 
insufficient for their maintenance, that they 
are certain to suffer from want and cense- 
quently become a nuisance and a burden to 
the settlers or to the government, which at 
last will have to come to their assistance 
without having any right of control over them 
as atpresent. While these arguments may 
be strong as against the release of individual 
Cases they are the strongest arguments pos- 
sible in favor of a change in the present sys- 
tem of dealing with the Indians. If after 
six or eight years of control and assistance 
under the reserve system the result is that 
the Indians desire to change it for one ap- 
parently less advantageous, and at the same 
time have made so little progress in civiliza- 
tion as to be as little able to support them- 
selves as when they first took the treaty, itis 
strong evidence that the present system isa 
failure as a civilizing influence or as a means 
of producing content, and therefore should 
be changed —supposing always that the fault 
is in the system and not in the method of its 
administration, 

The question, What change had better be 
made’ is answered by the Indians them- 
selves in their demand for scrip, and the gov- 
ernment Cannot do better than to let them 
follow their inclinations within reasonable 
limite. To allow a man to have his own way 
is the surest means of stopping his cem- 
plaints, whether he is really benefitted or 
hot, and as the way these parties desire to 
KO Will decrease instead of increasing the bur- 
dens and rusponsibilities of the government, 
it is politic to let them take it. As to the 
evils that may follow from the granting of 
the scrip they cannot be greater than those 
certain to follow if it is refused. The Indians 
have always claimed that the treaty with 
them has never been fulfilled, and if they are 
refused the privilege of leaving now when 
they desire to do so their complaints will be 
doubly asloudjand they will be doubly as un- 
manageable, 

What course shall be taken towards them 
by the government iu case of their inability 
to support themselves is an important ques- 
tion. Should the worst come and they be 
found {suffering unavoidably from want of 
course they must be relieved, and although 
this would not be strictly Indian department 
business the Indian department would be in 
the best position for attending to it. It is to 
be feared that there will be a tendancy to 
prejudice against these parties by the de- 
partinent on account of their having with. 
drawn fromm its fostering care; but the mat- 
ter should be looked at from @ general not a 
departinental stand-point, These people have 
become citizens—although perhaps not very 

good citizons—and being such it is to the in- 
terest of the country that they should be 
self supporting, contented and prosperous, 
While they have given up all special claims 
as Indians it is in the public interest as well 
ay their own that they be “ given a® show” 


to make a living. The agreement which they | 


sign before being allowed their discharges, 
that they give up all rights in their reserve 
or any improvements thereon, any cattle, im- 
plements, or other things that they may 
have received trom the government either as 
members of the band or as individuals, while 


necssary toa clear understanding, is not in 
the nature of giving them much of a chance. 
Indeed the agreement to give up presents 
they have received as individuals seems a 
little more exacting than is necessary, and 
could with good effect be remitted by the de- 
partment. It can be easily understood that 
having declared their independence of the 
department they should be removed from 
contact with those remaining under its super 
vision by one party or the other removing 
from the reserve ; but it would only be fair, 
if the person leaving has been industrious and 
erected a good house or cultivated a good 
field by his own labor, which on his removal 
remains to the benefit of the band, to give 
such a one reasonable compensation therefor 
which would assist him in starting life inde- 
pendently. 

In the case of the Two Hills band south of 
Edmonton and Michel’s band at the west end 
of Big Lake, where the majority have taken 
scrip it wauld bein the public interest to re- 
move the Indians who remain in the treaty 
to other reserves, and by throwing 
these reserves open to settlement at 
once allow those who have taken 
scrip, and who generally have made 
the most improvements, to remain on their 
places and enter them as homesteads. There 
is no object of public benefit to be attained 
by turning out the men who have made the 
improvements and handing over the result of 
their labor to those who were too lazy to 
do anything for themselves, and,to hold the 
whole of these reserves closed Sto settlement 
although the number of Indians upon them 
has been so greatly reduced; while if they 
are thrown open there is no reason why the 
men who made the improvements should not 
hold the claims they are on as homsteads. 
The Edmonton and St. Albert settleinents are 
each deeply interested in cne or the other of 
these reserves. Both bands were notoriously 
chiefly half-breeds and should never have 
been admitted to the treaty, the reserves 
were located close to and partly including 
previous settlement, they have been a draw- 
back to both settlements, and now when the 
opportunity occurs by which they may at 
once be thrown open and the more industri- 
ous of their occupants benefitted thereby, 
it is to be hoped that thegovernment will for 
once take a common-sense view of the case 
and by throwing open these reserves confer 
a double benefit.
